To His Excellency, Henry L. Mitchell, Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir — I have the honor to transmit the report of this de- 
partment for the two years, ending December 31, 18f>4. 

INTRODUCTION, 

By virtue of your appointment, I assumed the duties of 
Adj ut ant-Gene m 1 uf the State of Florida on the 5th day of 
December, 1893, in place of General D. Laug, who had so 
long and honorably filled this position, and who had been 
appointed prlvat« secretary to your Excellency. I found 
the Florida State Troops to consist of twenty companies of 
infantry, and two batteries of light artillery, ihe full com- 
pliment allowed by the military t-ode. During the past two 
years there has bt en no change, except in one company; the 
tTainesville Guards, on account of reduction in numbers, and 
want of commissioned i.flicers, was, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the major commanding, the 4th Bat- 
talion Oisban !ed, and in its place the Island City Guards of 
Feniaudina were mustered into the service. The personnel 
of the troops is excellent, and the officers as a rule are intel- 
ligent and enthusiastic, stiiving earmsilv :o advance the ef- 
licieney of tbeir commands, and to awaken a spirit of emula- 
tion among the enlisted men in drill and discipline, that 
shows good results in the work and attendance at the last 
encampment. In this State, as in others, the spirit of mil- 
itary emliusiasin is constantly increasing, and tbe necessity 
for a well disciplined corps of organizers of militia, becomes 
more apparent. Of so muim importance indeed does the or- 
ganization of the militia appear to the people of the United 
States, that congress has made appropriations for their assist- 
ance, and the War Department is always ready to aid in in-

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The authorized strength of the Florida State Troops is 
84 officers, 90 non commissioned start' and band, 1,300 en- 
listed men, making an aggregate of 1,474, which is increased 
by the start* of the Commander-in-Chief to 1484. 

The organized strength is shown by the following table : 

First Battalion, infantry, 1(1 officers, 148 men. 

First Battalion, artillery, 1 officers, 35 men.

Totals, 84 officers, 81)0 men. 

As I have received no returns from tin* different counties 
of enrolled militia, I am not able to give the number of 
men in the State subject to military duty. As appropriate 
in this connection, I quote in full from the report of this de- 
partment for 1892. 

ENROLLED MILITIA. 

For the reasons mentioned in my last report, to- wit, fail- 
ure of the legislature to provide for paying the assessors for 
making an enrollment as the law requires ttiem to do, I am 
un ible to give even an approximate estimate of the- strength 
of the enrolled militia. 

Hitherto, estimates of this strength bav« been baaed upon 
the aggregate vole cast at the last, general election, but as 
there was but one party practically in the last campaign, no 
great interest was manifested in securing the miximum vote 
of the State. Consequently, less than half of those of voting 
age voted at the last election, and an estimate based upon 
such voie would he but. wild guessing. 

Nevertheless, making the usual estimaie that one-fifth of 
the entire population are males above twenty. one years of age, 
we may salely assume that this number in our State will 
reach 80,o00. Assuming that one fourth of these are exempt 
f urn military duties from various causes, and that the number 
of young men between 18 and 21 years of age equals that of 
the men over 45 years, we may with reasonable fairness as- 
sume that we have 60,000 men subject to military duty; a 
little more than 800 of whom perform all th ■■ military service 
of the State, with much individual expense and very little en- 
couragement from the State. If no military force is necessary 
or d. sirable, an assumption in direct conflict with the opinion 
of the world, then these 8>i0 should be disbanded and discour- 
aged from making such sacrifices; but if we adopt the uni- 
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versal opinion and assume that this force is not only ad- 
visable but a necessity, then it is not fair nr jnst tha'. they 
should bear the burdens oi' the 60,900 who owe military ser- 
vice to their country, unaided and uneneou raged. A contri- 
bution of 10 cents per capita from those subject to this duty 
would aggregate more than the i-itm usually tie voted by the 
State to tbe support of this im[joria!it auxiliary to good gov- 
ernment- 
Over $200,000 is annually spent to punish crimes. Might 
not a greit part of thin sum be saved and much of ttds crime 
prevented by tbe knowledge that the liw had a .strong arm 
ever read v to protect the law-abiding, to say nothing of the 
duLV we owe the common i uuutry to be ever ready with our 
quota of disciplined and drilled im«n for the common defense, 
is a question which should engage the serious attention of our 
law makers. That good time for which all men long, when 
nations shall no more go to war, has not yet dawned upon u*, 
but developments of recent vears would indicate that the 
more eompleii-iy prepared nations are for war, and the more 
reliable the inst- u men is of destruction bee >me the nearer we 
approach the period when the arbitration of reason will super- 
sede that of the sword. Will we not be helping to advance 
this happy state of affairs by encouraging our militia? 

SERVICES OF THE TROOPS. 

The nature of the varied duties that the State troops are 
required to perform, is well shown by the following in- 
stances. The calls for the troops were in every case to pro- 
tect life and property, and to preserve order in assisting the 
civil authorities in tbe maintenance of law: 

The first occasion was on the 4th day of March, 1893, 
Company I), 2d Battalion, San lord Hides, Captain Leffler, 
commanding, was called out 

Second. Company A, 2d Battalion, Ocala Rifles, Capt in 
McConnell, commanding, was ordered to Wild wood on De 
ceinber 25, 1 893, remained until 2Tth, on the representation 
of the sheriff that he could not enforce the law and preserve 
the peace without the aid of the troops. 

Third. Company 1). 3d Battalion, Suwannee Kifles, Captain 
Kemmerlin, commanding, was ordered on January 8th, 1894, 
to guard the county jail at Live Oak, to prevent a prisoner 
confined therein from being taken from the hands of the 
sheriff. 

Fourth. Upon the 23d day of January, 1894, the 2d Bat- 
talion, commanded by Major C. P. Lovell, was ordered to 
Jacksonville at the time of the Corbett-Milehell prize fight, 
but tbe services of the troops were not called in to interfere, 
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a* the sheriff was enjoined by the Circuit court. During 
the time that i he battalion was on tliia service, their strict 
obs-rvanee <>f all duties, th^ir prompt obe< hence of orders, 
and their courteous military conduct, deserves the highest 
commendaimi. 

Upon October 2d, 1804, the Adjutant-General was or- 
dered to Jacksonville to take charge of the local companies 
A, C and F, 1st B ittdi,>ii, m assisting the sheriff to preserve 
order du iug tlte election then to be held,

Much excitement and anxiety. Mayor Fletcher states 
- th,it the presence in the election booth* of one disinterested 
party would obviate all danger of trouble.

Abuut half paBt eight o'cb ck Messrs. Taliaferro, Fleming, 
Triay, Dauey, Clark*on, and some other gentlemen called 
and reported to me that the pulls were in the possession of 
the deputy sheriffs, who refused to leave on the demand of 
the inspectors, staling that they were placed there by the or- 
ders of the sheriff. 

These gentlemen asked me to call out the troops and aid 
the inspectors. I told them that while I was there to aid the 
inspectors in the discharge of their duty, I could only act on 
the request ot the sheriff of the county, upon his representa- 
tion that he could not enforce the laws without this help. 

Having been informed that the sheriff could not be found, 
I told tho;-e gentlemen that my orders from yoa had been to 
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act with the sheriff, but that his ab^enre, which had not been 
anticipated, altered the situation of affurs, *nd thst I would 
advise you of the change and awnit furthe r orders, 

Wlnle awai ing further orders from you, I deemed it pru- 
dent, to consult some legal advice, and :u the suggestion of 
these gentlemen, Col. C. M. Cooper was asked Ui advie with 
me. Col. Cooper seemed to think thai the situation was 
rather critical, and that the best pbm to pursue to avoid any 
danger or trouble, Wf>uld be to have the inspectors allow the 
presence of some disiute rented citizen within the polls dur- 
ing the hour ot voting. This advice, ho wever, did not meet 
the approval of tin- gentlemen who li!id reported to me the 
presence wf the deputies in the polls, and had asked for mil- 
itary aid. 

While in consultation with Mr. Cooper, I received your 
message directing me to consult with him, and to advise 
you if inspectoiv requirid protection to secure »n honest 
vote. While it had been reported tome that the inspectors 
could not clear the polls of deputy fUeriffs, I had received no 
formal call for aid from them, and I advised the gentlemen 
repoiting the affair, that I could not act until I had received 
an official ■ emand in writing from the inspectors. 1 was 
soon furnished with a communication from wards 3, 4, t> ai d 
7 8, oi which the following is a sample :

At this time Hon. F. P. Fleming and Mr. J. P. Taliaferro 
came into Col. Cooper's office, and Mr. Taliaferro stated that 
in i Tiler to pr< vent any unpleasantness, and to allay the ap- 
prehensions of those who were excited, he would advise the 
inspectors to alluw one disinterested fair-minded citizen to 
be placed in the polls, and be a witness ol the election, if 
the mayor would be satisfied to nccepi the name* which would 
be euggested, and would give the assurance that the deputies 
would be withdrawn, and the inspectors w. old not be inter- 
fered with, and I was requested to find out from the mayor 
if this wi tild be agreed to. At my request the mayor called 
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upon Col. Cooper and myself, and upon a statement of the 
proposition, the mayor readily agreed, and gave his assurance 
that the deputies would be withdrawn upon the agreement of 
the inspector* to the nr«sence of the citizen selected in the 
election booths, and Btaitn>r that the n times proposed were 
satisfactory. At the request of Messrs'. Fleming and 
Taliaferro, Col, Cooper and myself accompanied these gen- 
tlemen 10 ward No. 4. 

Mr. Cooper, at our requsst, slated to the inspectors the 
proposition, and they agreed that the Rev. Mr. Dodge, who 
had been the gentleman named, should be present. We 'hen 
proceeded to Ward No. a, ac-ompanied by Dr. C, J. Bur- 
rough-, who hail been s lecied to be present at this election 
booth. 

These inspectors, however, refused to allow anyone to be 
present at this election bo"th, although 1 hey were advised to 
do so by Mr. Cooper and Mr, Taliaferro. The action of these 
inspectors seemed to put a stop to the proposed plan, but 
upon a statement to me by Mayor Fletcher that if th» other 
wards wonld agree to the proposition he would see to it that 
the deputies were removed from Ward No. 3, it was deter- 
mined to visit the other wards. 

At this time it wai told m that the inspectors in Ward No. 
4 had reconsidered iheir agreement, and had determined not 
to allow anyone to be present at the opening of ihe polls but 
the authorized officers, which proved to be the case upon 
another visit to them. 

All prospects of having the election proceed without the 
presence of the deputy sheriffs having thus been d< stroyed, I 
told Mr. Cooper and Governor Fieming that I was now ready 
to give any aid th&t was called for by the inspectors, in con- 
formity with the law. 

I was advised by Governor Fleming and Mr. Cooper that 
the applications that had been made by the inspectors did not 
state, as the law required, that they had exhausted all civil 
means and there was imminent danger of riot, and conse- 
quently did not furnish me g»od authority for the use of the 
military. 

I consequently wrote to the inspectors, advising them that 
it was necessary that they should make their demand on me 
for help in compliance with the requirements of the liw, and 
that I could then proceed to their aid. 

While awaiting their reply I ordered Major Turner to as- 
semble the companies in Jacksonville at their armories and 
hold them ready to move at short notice to the support of the 
inspectors. 

Within a less period of time than I had thought possible, 
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the members of Companies A, C and F, who were scattered in 
different parts of the citv, had assembled ."it their armories, 
armed and i quipped, and ready to obey urdeis. 

These troops were kept in their armories until I hart been 
informrd by Governor Fleming that the inspectors would not 
require any aid from me, when I advised l lie major 10 relieve 
them from furth*. r duty. By their prompt response to the 
call for 1 heir services, undir ciirumstmci'S that might have 
pro vi d very trying — by their willingness to obey the orders 
of I heir c mmai.dei-in chief in the upholding of the law, these 
soldiers will receive fiom yon the commendation they so 
justly nii'i i 1 .

In each of the above eases the troops responded promptly 
to orders, and there is no doubt but their presence gave con- 
fidence and assured peace and quiet. There is cause for 
great congratulation lim it > casualties ojunr<ed to the 
truops, :ind that t^o occasion arose for them to resori. to the 
Force oi arms. 

ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT*. 

There have been two annual encampments of the State 
troops during mv eueumbeaey, the lirst of wli ch wis an en- 
campment of the wh lc force, and the second wan by bal- 
t.ili ins. 

First, Under instructions from you Excellency, ihe 
troop- went i; to camp at Qculu, from August ithh to 17th, 
1893, inclusive. The citizens of this u.ww generously con- 
tributed two thousand dollars t i help defray the expenses of 
the encampment.

Eugene Masters, ordnance officer; Colonel Henry Bacon, 
■urgeon-general; Colonel Evans Haile, judge advocate gen- 
eral; in till, six officers. 
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Tlit; following tabic shows number in attendance of each 
Battalion : 
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Major W. F. Williams, commanding 3d Battalion, with 
headquarters staff and band, and Com pan tea A, B ami F, 
started from Pcnsacola and reached Waldo, but owing to a 
telegraphic communication from Pensacola advising that 
two cases of yellow fever had appeared in the city, it was 
(itemed prudent to o'.der this portion of the command to- 
stop and return to Pensacola. 

Major T. I». Lancaster, of the -2d Ba'tation, the senior 
officer in the troops, was aligned tu the command of the 
camp, which was named by hi in ''Camp Dunn" in honor of 
one of Ocvda's prominent and most lamented citizens. The 
camp was most, admirably located about one mile east of 
town, with excellent grounds lor drills iinri parades. It was 
laid om by .Major Lancaster strictly in accordance with U. S. 
arm j- regulations, as for a regi mental camp of four biuuiions. 

For the comfort a. id convenience of tne troops at the camp, 
the citizens of ( lea la, with profuse liberality, suppFed electric 
lighting, water and ice, for which the troops will always hold 
them in most grateful remembrance. 

Major Lancaster's report .of this encampment, and also of 
Colonel Bacon, the Surgeon General, are as follows :

I would respectful y recommend that a master toll of each 
company he made prior to the encampment, »nd none but 
bonafiile mem'iera be put upon that roll, that they he mus- 
tered by that roll in camps an I no substitutes i>- allowed. I 
would :ils. recommend thai a place be selected for om suc- 
ceding encampments remote from *fa*-re >ie<s arc so rife. 
I would also recommend that aspirants for office go before a 
competent board and be examined, uoi only in tactics and the 
science of war, but as to morality, sobriety and standing in 
the community, and qualifications generally to command. I 
would also recommend thai rather 'than auction off the place 
for encampments, that there be Hi ne. It has n d> moralizing 
efleet on the troops, and Btrips tbem of that independence 
which is so essential to well-organized forces. 

This ivport would have been submitted earlier, but I have 
been unable to do so on ao ;0oot of illness, having been con- 
fined to my qnarcrs most of the litre since camps broke, and 
therefore a-k your indulgence in the matter.

Sia — It is with much satisfaction that I undertake pre- 
paring the following, which 1 respectfully submit, to you as- 
my report of the recent encampment ot the Florida State 
Troops, at Camp Dunn, Oeala, Florida. 

The place selected for the tamp, situate about three quar- 
ters of a mile in an easterly direction from the court house in 
Hie city of Oca) a, Florida, was unquestionably well chosen 
and admirab'y laid out. The area occupud by the tents 
would measure about 1,100 by 400 feet in extent, and cover- 
ing as it did the top of a hill, gradually sloping in all direc- 
tions, afforded the most favorable natural sanitary surround- 
ings. From a hygienic point of view, no encampment during 
my Fervice has been so favorably situated. The drainage was 
most satisfactory and the camp ground was always dry, the 
Boil readily taking up, by reason t>f its absorbent properties,, 
the moisture ot dew or rain. 

Each company had it* own mess, and the cooking was all 
done in the i ear, or north, of tliH camp, with one exception. 
Pits were dug in the ground at a reasonable distance from 
each "kitchen," and all reftwe material was deposited in them, 
being immediately afterward covered with sand. I inspected 
the camp from time to time with a view to its sanitary con- 
dition, and found unusual tidiness throughout, with excep- 
tional fiGi'clom from di^agrecab'e odors and unsightly or 
offensive kitchen refuse. The ciosets were convenient and 
sufficiently commodious. 

Lieutenant 11 P. Jzlar. M. 0., of the Second Battalion, was* 
the only member of the Medical Corps who reported for duty 
on Hi-.* morning of the first day, and Maj.tr T. D. Lancaster, 
commander of ill ' camp, constituted him camp surgeon. A 
hospital tern was erected, and .). W. Porter, M. I> , of Com- 
pany 1), Second Battalion, was detailed to assist in earing for 
the sick and injured. 1 desire to statu here that both Lieut, 
Izlar and Private Porter performed their duties with untiring 
zeal and credit to themselves. Lieut. Lawrence Alexander, 
M. D , surgeon of the First Battalion, reported for duty at 
the camp later, but as he was in ill health he remained but a 
short time when, I am informed, he was excused. 

There were but few a<-enlental injuries, and while I do not 
intend making an extended report oi various illnesses occur- 
ring among the troops, I cannot refrain from calling attention 
to the limited number of cases of bowel affection developed 
in tamp which were sufficiently severe to require treatment. 
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Not more than forty ca^es were brought to the attention of 
the surgeons, according to the statement of Surgeon Izlar, to 
whom I am indebted for a copy of the hospital n cords com 
plete up to the last day of camp. All ol these case* readily 
responded to treaimem, an>l as the water used was the arte- 
sian water of the city, distributed to the various parts of the 
camp in pipes, the above is as favorable a comment up >n its 
purity and wholesome qualities :*s can be madi<. 

I regret to note the failure to report nt.calnp of" so many of 
the surgeons of battalions. It make* the duties of those pres- 
ent u 11 necessarily onerous, and interfering with Uie proper 
organization, as it does, mak^s systematic and judicious care 
of the sick much more difficult. 

While I ara Hot informed as to the expense of caring for 
i he siik during this camp, I am convinced that it can be done 
more economically, and would urge that in fu lire the hospi- 
lal be provided with ordinary remedies and surgical dress- 
ings. This would obviate the necessity of writing two or 
three prescriptions for each patient who applies lor medical 
aid, and at the same time afford more prompt relief to suffer- 
ing. It is possible that such supplies can be obtained by ap- 
plication to the proper United States authorities, and I would 
urge tint this be ascertained, and il so our hospilal be prop- 
erly equipped f >r the next encampment. 

Some time ngo the general government, through Surg-on- 
General C. Sutherland, expressed a willingness to detail an 
officer to our encampment to instinct the troops in the ambu- 
lance and litter drill-, offering to furnish, if I remember cor- 
rectly, everything necessary the iv for. Last year the propo- 
sition wits not tak*-n advantage of, at least so I am informed. 
I was, I reuret to state, compelled to be out of the State 
during the entire period of the encampment, and did not sug- 
gest it this year. However, I earnestly trust that you will 
be able to arrange for this instruction at our next camp. It 
may have the > fleet of helping to emphasize the importance of 
lite mediial d> partment and aid in developing a greater ap- 
preciation of it as a vital part of military organization, espec- 
ially in matte ri sanitary. Disregard of hygienic laws has 
destroyt d legions, and it is with much sitisl'ac ion thai 1 -if 
the ever-increasing importance with which the medical bflicer 
is being regarded in modern armies. 

I cannot hut express my appreciation and endorsement of 
the wisdom of the order commanding the Pcnsacoln compa- 
nies to return home. While no harm would have resulted, as 
we now believe, yet had they been permitted to go into camp 
the mspieion with which they were regarded iron Id have 
made the developing nt of even a simple case of fever in thiir 
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ranks a serious thing for an excitable pobRe to contemplate.

On August 14 tiie entire command was reviewed by your.

The marked improvement in all drills ami ceremonies from 
first to last was due to (."a slain Woodruff's untiring efforts. 
The results of the encampment are better expressed in the 
following order, published by your Eve-vlleney to the troops:

The plan adopted for the encampment of the troops for 
1894 wis by battalions, each battalion going into camp at 
some location that us.-* most centra! id ill • companies com- 
posing it. The masons that induced me to adopt tins plan 
were: 

Fir.-*:. That the troops could receive more instruction as to 
th'- duties of guard mounting and U:i Linton manetivrcs, par- 
ticularly i lie drill in extended order, and thv movements 
necessary in the formation of si reel column and square, a 
knowledge of wh eh is so imp irtant in case of liot or disturb- 
ance in towns and cities. 

Second. Beeatise the expense and labor of transporting the 
troops would be very materially lessened, and the different 
cities near which the camps would be located would extend 
some as ~i stance. 

The first of these encampments was held near I'ensacola, 
the 3d Battalion going into camp at Palmetto Beach on July 
11. Owing to sickness, I was, much to my regret, unable to 
aticnd the encampment. 

The following is a report m ide. by Captain Thomas M. 
Woodruff, of th« U. i\ army, who hud been assigned as in- 
structor and inspector: 
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"The camp was arranged as for a battalion of infantry, the 
tents being in a pine grove, which hud been cleared of pal- 
metto and underbrush, at a OOflt (>• $150, token from the 
amount subscribed by the citizens of Penaacola. The space 
was a rectangle, about 150 by 100 yards, exclusive of the base 
ball park on ihe south, which was used for drills and ceremo- 
nies. Water was si pplied from the drive well at railway 
station. The beach afforded fine facilities lor ballnnij; the 
ri^e of the tide, aboat two feet, giving sufficient depth of 
*ater without venturing too tar out. * * * Promise 
was <jood, and natural to ward i he bay. As to solitary con- 
ditions, the ground was good. Major W. P. Will lain-, was 
in command, and ^ave the name 'Camp Iloustoun' in honor 
of the Adjutant-General of the State. Daring the encamp 
ment there were eleven (11) battalion drills, seven (T) guard 
mountings, seven ( 7 ) battalion parades, two (2} parades in 
the main street of Pcnsaeola, oncfl) review followed by in- 
spection, and one ( l) inspection by companies in company 
streets. One of the street parades was on the ftr*t day of 
camp as escort to the Confederate Veierans of the State of 
Florida. The second was on the breaking up of camp, and 
was in marked contiast to the tirst, and showed increased 
proficiency in steadiness and solidity of marching and gen- 
eral bearing. The review fur the Governor on July 20, was 
excellent, * * * The marching pist in Companies A, H 
and F, was almost faultless." 

*On the 5th of August the 1st Battalion «ent into camp at 
Pablo Peach, under the command of Major 51. P. Turner. 
This was a beautiful location, particularly at this season of 
tile year, and in honor to the captain, who was held in such 
high esteem, was named "Camp Woodruff.'' The battalion 
consisted of five compaiies of infantry, and one battery i f 
light, artillery. The routine of cam]) duties was closely fol- 
lowed There were eleven (11) battalion drills, eight (8) 
guard mountings, eight 18) battalion parades, and one (1) 
review for ihe Governor, followed by inspection. The 
greater pait of three battalion drills was devoted to the "ex- 
tended order." One morning was spent in a movement of the 
coin pan jes to San Pablo creek as if to attack and drive off 
an enemy; the practice and experience was excellent. Tar- 
get practice was held daily, with go d results. Some prac- 
tice with the Gatling gun was also had. 

The 2d Uattalion, Major C. P. ' Lovell, commanding, en- 
camped at St. Augustine from Angu-t 14th to • 21st, inclu- 
sive. Tue camp tvm located in a beautiful grove of live 
oaks, about two miles north of the city. Fresh water wa* 
supplied in abundance from the city water system. The 
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number of drills and ceremonies was the same as in the 1st 
Battalion, except that four drills were devoted to Lite extended 
order, and one morning was devoted to a practice march and 
field exercises. Target prat-Lice was had daily, and excellent 
results obtained. This camp was named Camp Cooper, after 
the Hon. C. M. Cooper, member of congresB, 

The 4th Battalion, Major I. E. Webster, commanding, 
encamped on Palaikrt Heights, about a mile from the centre 
of the town, from August 27th to September 4th, inclusive, 
and the camp was named Camp H. W. Ha vis, in honor ol 
Judge Davis of Palatka. There were tight (8) parades, 
eight (8) guard mountings, nine (9) battalion drills, one (1) 
review and inspection, and two (2) drills by companies. 
Target practice was held daily, with excellent results. This 
battalion labored under the disadvantage of having only 
three companies present. The company organized at Fer- 
nandina, and since disbanded, only sending seven men. 
Heavy rains also interfered considerably with the work. 

The 5th Battalion, Major I). F. Conoley, commanding, 
encamped at Ballast Point, on Tampa Bay, about eight miles 
from Tampa, and the camp was named Camp Mitchell, in 
honor of your Excellency. The drills and ceremonies were 
conducted in the same manner as at the other encampments, 
and were very creditable. The duration was from September 
tith to 16th, inclusive. 

The most interesting and attractive feature of this camp 
was the sham battle on the afternoon ot the 15th, and which 
was attended by several thousand visitors, who seemed to be 
highly pleased with the performance. The cannon's roar, the 
rattle of the musketry, the shouts of the victors, mingled 
with the groans of the wounded and dying, were so realistic 
as to bring tears to the eyes of many of the ladies and to 
carry the memory of the old soldiers of the great civil war 
back to those trying times.

I attended ad of the abov ■ Camps exc pt that of ibe 3d 
Battalion, and inspected the. .trtupa thoroughly. In all the 
camp* i lie discipline was excellent, ami ibe conduct of the 
troops was beyond criticism Qffiuera and men were zealous 
in the discharge of every dut.y. -.am iheb pmfiei> ncy was con- 
siderable. There was most ma-ked progress in drills and 
ceremonies, and each day showed i lie 'beneficial results aris- 
ing from tii is method of practical instruction in the duties of 
the soldier, TbU progress aud i Ijkieney was due not only 
to the excellent material composing our Sate iroops. but 
also to the untiring efforts mid care ui the two accomplished 
gentlemen who were detailed by the honorable i-eci\ tary of 
war to inspec- these encampmmts, namely Oaptan Wood- 
ruff and Lieutenant Liggett uf the United States Army. The 
former inspected all the camps, exempt thuoftlie 5th IJat- 
Udiou, wldeh was inspected by Lieutenant l/i^g.-tt. 

The presence of your Excellency, accompanied by the 
numbers of your staff, at the four earn ps visitel bj you. was 
greatly appreciated by the troops, and had a mos; beneficial 
effect. No one thing has such an influence upon discipline 
as to place troops under the eyes of and to receive the com- 
mendations of their commander in e .ief. 

Daring the two years passed I have seen the troops in their 
encampments, and in the performance of other dutos, and I 
have been impressed with their good discipline and profieiency 
in their (trill* an I unlit iry exercises, and particularly 
have 1 been protM of the personnel, and thnt I* am not alone 
in this opinion, I quote from a letter written by Captain 
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Thos. M. Woodruff, 5th TTnit"d States infantry, to Hie ad- 
jutant general of the anjj' : 

'•i desire through you to express my appreciation of th- 
kindness and cou"lesie« i*x ; iindwl t«i me by Major William* 
and the officers of the 3d Battalion. Mar Tamer and the 
officers of the 1st Battalion, !#aj»r Lovell and h ■>- I I -d 
Battalion, and Maj >r Webster and tu se ■ , the 4 th Ibiti :i 'i T 
aod also to every man with whom 1 i , m- in contact 
the progress of the four camp*. 

"I canno; speak in terms sufltoientl j> high of the snocl ■ ■ 11- 
duet, good discipline, attention to -v i y -\ ity an '■ the spirit 
of military enthusiasm pervading ih<>e \ ti >[Z men in ihe 
four battalion encampments They passed from one doty to 
another with alacrity and without a murmur, although in ihe 
early mornings wet with heavy dews and during tin- day sub- 
jected to the intense ;dare and heat of the sun. The faults 
and inaccuracies in duties ami .! rills were due solely to laek 
ofcarelui previous instruction, 

■'To His Excellency, Governor Henry L Mitchell, and ihe 
gentlemen oT his staff, pa ticnlarly to General Houstonn, 
Colonel PhUiips t'o'otu-i Bacon, Colonel Brent and Captain 
Brumby, 1 am deeply tudeb ed for more than great courteny 
an.i consideration: their treatment of me and cordial assist- 
ance in every way bordered on I'ni- brotherhood. I am sens- 
ible and proudid* the lioti >)• of having fur the third year*", in 
succession, been asked to inspect and instruct the Florida 
Slate Troops, for whom I -h.dl always be;ir a lonil affection." 

EECOMMESDATIONS. 

While the prt'Scnt code <d" Ihe t?taie is very good, there 
are some ameudm< nta to Which 1 desire to eall the attention 
of yonr Excellency as liting very desi table. In Hie Brat 
place, I recommend the establishment of :i i>ermanent eainp 
ground at some place with g.'od railroad facilities and as near 
tire center of the State a* possible. This place should be se- 
lected with a view in lite health and comfort of the troops, 
wbli »ood grounds tor field maneuvers, battalion and regi- 
mental drills, anil for rifle pr.etiee. In preparing the troops 
fur ihe active duties of a soldier's life, the knowledge ac- 
quired at t!i>' i':iinps of instruct io'i is indispensable; in fact, 
can he gained in no other way, and the duration uf in-truction 
should not be le-s ihan ten days to s Heel best, results. The 
present pay allow-d is $1 a day for commissioned officers 
and musicians and 18 eents a day for private*, wit', rations 
valued at -to cents, making an av iage expense of *l per day 
per man. With an ait< n dance of 80€ men at £ 10 each, it would 
require an appropriation of $8,006 to pay the expenses of an 
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encampment. I would, therefore, recommend that the legis- 
lature appropriate a sum for the encampment not less than 
$S,000. By act of the legislature, al its PCBPion in 18ST, there 
was paid to each company and battery the sum of $">0 per 
quarter for defraying the cost of keeping the arms and ac- 
coutrements in good order, and the expense of maintaining 
its organization. I would recommend the re-enactment of 
this law, and that the battalion bands should receive a quar- 
terly allowance of $ii'). The amount of this appropriation 
would be $4,S0i>. The State should furnish each enlisted man 
for each lb nets yvvtx*' -viviee one U. S. regulation uniform. 
This was 1 also a provision of the law of 1887. 

The organization of the troops into two regiments, one to 
eon lain three battalions, the other two battalions, odc bat- 
talion of artillery, and one troop of cavalry, I would also re- 
commend: each regiment to consist of one colonel, one lieuten- 
ant colonel, one regimental adjutant, one regimental quarter- 
master, each with the rank of tir>t lieutenant, one sergeant 
major, and one quartermasicr sergeant; each battalion, company 
ami battery to have the same organization as at present, and 
the troop of cavalry as in the United States Army. 

Finally, I would recommend that the organized militia of 
the State be called the "Florida National Guard." I would 
respectfully suggest that the committees of the two houses 
of Hie legislature on military affairs, summon before them 
some of the most experienced otfieers of the Stale troops, 
who would thus lay before the committees tde most pressing 
need* of the troops, and such changes as may b* necessary to 
perfect their organization and efficiency. 

In concluding this report I take this opportunity ol thank- 
ing the officers and men lor their many kindnesses and cour- 
tesies shown me on all occasions. 

I desire to express to your Kxet-llt-ncy my grateful ap- 
preciation, of the uniform cuuriesy and kind consideration 
that yon have shown me during my term of office, and I trust 
that the s mie cordial relations, both official and personal, will 
continue to exist.

To Hi* Excellency, Governor ILL, Mitchell, Governor of 
Florida : 

Snt — Since my biennial report was placed in the hands of 
the public printer, there have been fou«d many va liable pa- 
pers »nd records of the Stite and ol the territory of Florida; 
among other records are some muster and pay rolls of vol- 
unteers and militia who served in the Indian troubles from 
about 18*26 i o 1858; m my of the *tirvivmg re!a'ive-< of officers 
and men who servrd in the State forces are undoubtedly en- 
titled to pensions, as well as they themselves, if living. I 
would i-ar-i- atly recomm ml in view of the numerous applica- 
tions for information in regard t 'services, particularly during 
the "Seminole War," (1835-1842), that lb' legislature jsppro- 
priate funds for the employment of a suitable person to 
collec, arrange and index tliese records, a d to tran>eribe 
th- se rapidly fading and d caying rolls of names of men who 
gave i heir services for their c >untrj- and th ir homes against 
a savage and relentless foe, who gave no quarter and showed 
eo mercy to either sex or age. 

Up to l'-e present time it has not been ktin.vn ihat these 
papers were in the posses-ion of the State, and thi> many ap- 
j\lieant* for information have been answered that no rec ■rls 
were on file. These pcr-ons liave no oilier sources of infor— 
ma* ion, as the pension laws f .rbid the ex- em ive depan men ts 
at Washington from furnishing any da 1 a. It is a gluring 
injustice that ihese old soldiers or their relatives should 
thus be cm off by rens-D of lack of f Abilities to examine the 
records in this office,
